Montreal, May' 16.— Marion Evan of 
Macon, Ga., district attorney for the 
Southern district of Georgia, swore 
out warrants before Judge Des Noves, 
calling for the arrest of John F. Gay­ 
nor and Capt. Greene, the two contrac­ 
tors, and Indicted in Georgia, in con­ 
nection with frauds at Savannah. The 
extradition of 
wealthy Americans 
in 
Quebes has in the past been attended 
with a great deal of difficulty and so 
Mr. Erwin, following out a plan of ac­ 
tion, devised to secure possession of 
the two men, laid his information in 
the Montreal courts. 
The pursuit of the tug Spray by the 
Quebec authorities is probably due to 
a misunderstanding of the situation 
owing to the quick arrest there.

W ilkie L*id the Plan*. 
W ashington. May 16.—Tho kidnap- 
lng and subsequent arrest o f Gaynor 
and Green at Quebec was the result of 
a carefully laid plan of Chief W ilkie of 
the secret service.
